Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Fourth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Warwick. 

At  the  request  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  the 
Report  for  each  Constituent  District  of  the  Warwickshire 
Combined  Districts  is  now,  for  the  first  time,  since  1878, 
compiled  so  as  to  be  complete  in  itself,  and  no  longer  forms 
part  of  a  General  Report  on  the  whole  of  the  Districts. 

At  their  meeting  held  on  March  8th,  1913,  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  resolved  that  the  Report  for  each  of  the  eight  Districts 
should  be  separately  printed  and  bound. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  Report  I  have  endeavoured  to 
follow  the  suggestions  laid  down  in  the  Memorandum  issued 
in  November,  1912,  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
would  point  out  that  much  of  the  information  which  would 
appear  to  be  unnecessary  to  those  who  are  acquainted  with 
the  District  is  nevertheless  particularly  required  by  that 
Board.

General  Character  of  the  District. — The  town  is  to 
a  large  extent  residential,  but  the  presence  of  certain  large 
manufactories  and  the  increasing  tendency  of  operatives 
employed  at  Coventry  and  elsewhere  to  find  homes  at  War¬ 
wick  results  in  a  very  large  proportion  of  artisan  population. 

Besides  the  strictly  urban  part  of  the  District  there  is  a 
considerable  surrounding  area  of  a  purely  rural  character 
which  is  included  within  its  limits. 

The  highest  part  of  the  town  is  some  two  hundred  feet 
above  sea  level,  and  for  the  most  part  the  underlying  strata 
are  the  sandstone  and  marl  of  the  Keuper  formation. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Stiffly. — Almost  the  whole  of  the  town  obtains 
its  water  from  the  public  supply.  From  the  Inspector’s 
Report  it  will  be  seen  that  of  four  private  well  waters 
analysed  during  the  year  three  were  condemned  and  one 
reported  as  suspicious;  the  water  from  the  main  was  subse¬ 
quently  laid  on  to  the  four  houses  concerned.  The  number 
of  private  w^lls  remaining  in  use  in  the  town  itself  is  about  a 
dozen,  but  shallow  well  water  is  the  supply  for  all  the  out¬ 
lying  rural  parts  of  the  District. 
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The  public  supply  is  derived  from  a  large  gathering 
ground  of  drift  gravel  at  Haseley,  in  the  Warwick  Rural 
District,  with  an  accessory  supply  of  probably  the  same  kind 
at  “  The  Woodloes  ”  in  the  same  District.  The  latter  supply 
is  called  upon  when  necessary  to  augment  the  main  source, 
and  is  for  the  most  part  not  required  during  the  winter. 

The  water  from  a  tap  was  submitted  to  Dr.  Bostock  Hill, 
the  Borough  Analyst,  and  he  reported  as  follows  on  January 
6th,  1912: —

“  In  appearance  the  sample  is  bright  and  clear  and  the  results 
are  satisfactory,  and  show  it  to  be  a  good  water  for  use  for 
drinking  purposes.” 

The  Surveyor  informs  me  that  the  supply  of  water  has 
been  abundant  and  the  pressure  constant,  and  that  the  water 
mains  have  been  kept  flushed  at  short  intervals  and  are  in 
good  condition.  All  the  public  wells  have  been  dismantled 
and,  with  one  exception,  filled  in. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Sewage  Farm,  upon 
which  the  sewage  has  been  treated  by  broad  irrigation, 
has  not  in  the  past  produced  a  satisfactory  effluent,  and 
a  certain  amount  of  pollution  has  resulted  in  the  brook  which 
joins  the  Avon  to  the  south  of  the  town. 

The  farm  is  now  being  worked  upon  improved  lines,  and 
an  additional  area  has  been  acquired  for  broad  irrigation. 
Sedimentation  tanks  are  to  be  constructed  at  the  pumping 
station,  and  the  sewage  will  also  be  properly  screened,  so 
that  in  future  a  more  suitable  sewage  will  be  treated  upon  a 
larger  and  better  arranged  outfall.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  a  great  improvement  should  result  in  the  effluent.  ~ 
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The  sewer  in  Wharf  Street,  which  has  been  mentioned  in 
previous  Annual  Reports  as  most  unsatisfactory,  has  been 
taken  up  and  re-laid  with  12-inch  pipes  in  place  of  the 
previous  9-inch,  which  were  found  to  be  badly  choked  with 
trade  refuse.  The  latter  point  is  now  receiving  attention, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  sewer  will  not  be  called 
upon  to  receive  trade  refuse  of  the  same  character. 

Closet  Accommodation. — Most  of  the  strictly  urban  part 
of  the  District  is  on  the  water-carriage  system,  and  from  the 
Inspector’s  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  much  work  has 
been  done  in  the  improvement  of  water-closets..  Where 
possible  cisterns  have  been  required,  but  in  a  large  proportion 
of  cases  hand-flushing  is  the  method  in  use.  This  latter 
method  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  from  a  hygienic 
point  of  view,  and  can  only  be  tolerated  where  it  would 
obviously  be  a  hardship  to  insist  upon  the  more  satisfactory 
method. 

In  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough  where  sewers  are 
not  available  there  are  altogether  some  104  closets  on  the  dry 
disposal  system.  The  extension  of  the  public  sewer  to 
Charles  Street  and  neighbourhood,  which  has  been  under 
discussion,  would  be  of  great  advantage  in  doing  away  with 
a  number  of  instances  of  this  system  which  is  very  undesir¬ 
able  in  an  urban  district.  It  would  also  allow  of  the 
abolition  of  the  large  tank  which  at  present  receives  the  slop 
water  from  Charles  Street,  and  which  has  been  the  subject  of 
numerous  complaints. 

Scavenging. — I  am  indebted  to  the  Surveyor  for  the 
following  note:  — 

“  The  removal  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  systematically 
maintained;  that  from  the  centre  of  the  town  being  collected 
weekly,  and  from  the  more  remote  districts  every  ten  to 
fourteen  days,  extra  carts  being  employed  to  meet  special 
cases.  The  refuse  is  no  longer  deposited  in  the  Saltisford 
Common,  but  taken  to  a  distant  ‘tip’  at  the  Cape  brick¬ 
fields.” 
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Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  District.— The  Table 
appended  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  gives  a  summary 
of  his  inspections,  and  in  his  Report  will  be  found  full  details 
on  this  matter,  as  well  as  on  the  premises  controlled  by  Bye¬ 
laws. 

SCHOOLS. — On  the  whole  the  Elementary  Schools  of  the 
town  are  comparatively  satisfactory  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view. 

The  possible  extension  of  the  sewer  already  mentioned 
would  be  of  great  advantage  in  allowing  of  the  substitution 
of  water  carriage  at  All  Saints’  Schools,  Emscote,  for  the 
present  dry  disposal  methods. 

The  trough  closets  at  Coten  End  Schools  are  unsatisfac¬ 
tory,  and  their  re-construction  should  be  considered  during 
the  re-modelling  of  the  Schools  which  will  shortly  be  under¬ 
taken. 

FOOD. — The  various  sources  of  food  supply  in  the 
Borough  have  received  constant  supervision  by  the  Inspector, 
and  full  details  of  work  done  in  this  department  by  him  are 
given  in  his  report,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  various 
improvements  have  been  obtained  in  the  premises  concerned. 

The  io  milk  shops  of  the  town  are,  on  the  whole,  kept  in 
a  cleanly  manner.  In  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district  there 
are  altogether  17  dairy  farms  which  are  frequently  inspected. 
In  addition  to  these  there  are  three  registered  milk  sellers  who 
have  simply  milk  rounds. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  under 
the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops  Orders  with  regard  to 
tuberculosis,  and  no  dairy  herd,  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  is 
kept  tubercle-free  on  scientific  lines. 

The  twenty-two  Bakehouses  are  on  the  whole  satisfac¬ 
torily  kept,  although  in  some  instances  the  structures  are  very 
old.  The  Bakehouse  in  Chapman  Street  mentioned  as  un¬ 
satisfactory  in  my  last  Annual  Report  is  still  in  use,  and 
some  slight  repairs  have  been  made  in  it. 
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The  ten  Slaughterhouses  are  also  for  the  most  part  as 
satisfactory  as  can  be  expected  from  private  premises.  The 
three  licensed  Slaughter-houses  are  of  modern  construction, 
and  the  remaining  registered  houses  are,  with  one  serious 
exception,  fairly  good  for  old  premises. 

Of  the  unsound  meat  mentioned  in  the  Inspector’s  Report 
as  having  been  surrendered  and  destroyed,  the  whole  of  one 
carcase  of  beef  and  portions  of  another  and  one  turkey  were 
affected  with  tuberculosis.  All  surrenders  were  voluntary, 
and  no  formal  action  has  been  necessary  under  Section  1 1 7 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record 
that  the  butchers  of  the  town  have  co-operated  with  the 
Council’s  officers  by  at  once  reporting  any  suspicious  appear¬ 
ance  of  carcases. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  administered  in  the 
Borough  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  results  of  the 
analysis  of  samples  are  given  in  his  Report. 

Knacker’s  Yards. 

There  are  two  Knacker’s  Yards  within  the  Borough,  one 
at  “  The  Cape  ”  and  one  at  Myton. 

The  former  has  never  been  licensed,  and  has  been 
reported  upon  on  several  occasions  as  creating  a  nuisance  to 
the  neighbourhood.  The  last  occasion  upon  which  I  have 
reported  thereon  was  in  January,  1 912,  when  I  found  prac¬ 
tically  no  improvement  in  structure  or  upkeep.  Since  then 
some  improvement  has  taken  place,  the  number  of  pigs  kept 
upon  the  premises  having  been  reduced,  and  a  little  more 
cleanliness  observed.  The  situation  and  arrangement  of  this 
place  is,  however,  quite  unsuitable  for  the  disposal  of  carcases 
and  offal. 

The  premises  at  Myton  have  recently  been  granted  a 
licence  from  year  to  year.  Certain  structural  alterations  were 
obtained  before  the  licence  was  first  granted,  and  the  situation 
is  a  remote  one,  so  that  no  complaints  of  nuisance  have  so  far 
arisen  with  regard  to  this  yard.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained, 
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this  is  the  only  place  where  slaughtering  of  disabled  and 
diseased  animals  is  regularly  carried  out. 

The  fattening  of  pigs  upon  these  premises  is  a  most 
undesirable  feature,  since  many  of  the  carcases  brought  to 
them  are  tubercular,  and  pigs  are  especially  prone  to  contract 
tuberculosis  from  their  food,  with  the  consequent  liability  to 
the  production  of  tubercular  pork.

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The  total  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year 
was  209,  and  all  of  these  were  found  to  require  more  or  less 
repair. 

Twelve  closing  orders  were  made  by  the  Council  with 
regard  to  six  of  the  eleven  houses  represented  as  unfit  for 
habitation  at  the  end  of  19 11  and  six  represented  early  in 
1912.  Seven  of  the  twelve  houses  closed  have  been  put  into 
a  habitable  state  and  are  re-occupied. 

The  five  houses  which  have  not  been  put  into  a  habitable 
state  aftqr  closure  are  Nos.  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  12,  Lammas  Walk, 
Saltisford.  This  row  of  houses  has  been  the  subject  of 
frequent  reports  to  the  Council  since  1910,  and  during  the 
past  year  I  have  submitted  reports  to  the  Housing  Committee 
in  February,  June,  and  October  with  regard  to  the  five  houses 
of  the  row  whose  numbers  are  given  above,  the  rest  of  the  row 
having  meanwhile  been  put  for  the  time  into  fair  order.  These 
five  houses  should  now,  according  to  the  Housing  Act  of  1909, 
be  demolished,  but  partly  owing  to  certain  technical  difficul- 
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ties  they  still  remain  standing,  in  some  instances  in  a  ruinous 
condition. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  means  could  not  have  been 
found  to  treat  this  somewhat  notorious  group  of  houses  as  a 
whole.  They  were  definitely  represented  by  me,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Housing  Committee,  who  thoroughly 
inspected  them  also,  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  in 
October,  1911,  but  their  present  appearance  does  not  by  any 
means  show  a  satisfactory  result  of  administrative  action. 

In  addition  to  the  six  houses  already  mentioned  as  hav¬ 
ing  been  reported  upon  to  the  Council,  closed,  and  subse¬ 
quently  put  into  a  habitable  state,  sixteen  other  houses  were 
found  during  the  year  to  be  unfit  for  habitation.  Eight  were 
voluntarily  closed  by  their  owners;  one  of  these  has  been 
pulled  down  and  converted  into  a  wash-house,  but  the  other 
seven  have  not  been  repaired,  although,  of  course,  they  are  not 
now  inhabited.  Two  of  the  remaining  eight  unfit  houses 
have  been  repaired,  but  six  of  these  have  not  been  improved, 
although  they  for  the  most  part  are  still  occupied. 

Besides  the  premises  already  mentioned,  one  hundred 
and  fifty-three  houses  were  put  into  satisfactory  repair 
under  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  supervision  without  the 
making  of  closing  orders;  twenty-two  houses  were  in  course 
of  repair  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  in  forty-eight 
houses  the  required  repairs  had  not  been  commenced  when  the 
year  ended. 

In  this  connection  I  must  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that 
forty-eight  is  a  very  large  number  of  houses  to  be  outstand¬ 
ing  with  regard  to  necessary  repairs  in  proportion  to  a  total 
of  209  inspected  during  the  preceding  twelve  months.  In 
many  of  these  cases  communications  with  the  owners  had 
been  in  progress  for  several  months  with  no  result,  and  it 
would  appear  only  fair  to  those  owners  who  promptly  accede 
to  requirements  that  indefinite  delay  on  the  part  of  others 
should  not  be  allowed.  It  is  most  desirable  that  all  purely 
housing  matters,  whether  with  reference  to  closure  or  to  minor 
improvements,  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Housing  Com- 
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mittee,  so  that  when  difficulties  in  obtaining  improvements; 
arise  the  Committee  may  take  steps,  after  visiting  the 
premises,  if  necessary,  to  enforce  their  requirements. 

In  certain  areas,  more  especially  at  the  east  extremity  of 
the  town,  a  very  great  improvement  has  been  obtained  in 
housing  generally.  The  repairs  secured  have  in  many  cases 
been  of  a  thorough  and  lasting  nature,  as  may  be  judged 
from  the  fact  that  sixty-seven  houses  have  been  provided 
with  damp-proof  courses,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
houses  properly  ventilated.  Much  of  this  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  informal  communications  between  the  owners 
and  the  officers  of  tfye  Council,  and  where  the  more  serious 
step  is  taken  of  advising  closing  orders  it  is  only  after 
informal  communications  have  failed. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  the  general  character  of  the 
houses  of  the  working  classes  was  described,  and  this  need 
not  be  here  repeated.  The  two  large  blocks  of  back-to-back 
houses  have  been  improved  to  some  extent,  but  they  cannot 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory  dwellings  from  a  hygienic  point 
of  view.  It  would  tend  to  raise  the  general  standard  of 
housing  in  the  Borough  if  these  two  blocks  were  demolished, 
and  a  small  number  of  suitable  houses  provided  for  such  of 
their  occupants  as  could  not  find  accommodation  elsewhere. 

Although  much  good  work  has  been  done  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  securing  improvements  in  housing,  a 
large  number  of  houses  remain  which  cannot  be  regarded  as 
healthy  homes.  Besides  the  presence  of  a  proportion  of 
houses  whose  closure  must  shortly  be  considered,  two  out- 
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standing  features,  namely,  inadequate  ventilation  and  damp 
walls,  are  very  commonly  met  with  in  the  town.  The  in¬ 
adequate  ventilation  is  usually  due  to  fixed  windows  and 
the  dampness  to  the  absence  of  a  damp-proof  course.  These 
two  defects  are  well-known  to  predispose  to  tubercular 
disease,  and  in  connection  with  housing  the  Table  may  be  of 
interest,  which  is  given  under  a  later  heading,  showing  the 
areas  where  deaths  from  tubercular  disease  have  occurred, 


and  from  which  new  cases  of  phthisis  were  notified  during 
1912. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  at  the  head  of  this 
Report  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  has  decreased 
from  4.7  in  1891  to  4.2  in  191 1,  and  this  bears  out  the 
evidence  gathered  from  house  inspection  in  the  Borough 
generally  that  the  demand  for  additional  housing  at  the 
present  time  is  not  acute.  Hence  there  is  no  urgent  reason 
from  this  point  of  view  against  a  firm  policy  of  closure  of 
dilapidated  property,  since  accommodation  can  be  usually 
found  elsewhere  for  the  families  who  would  be  ejected. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  list  of  cases  of  overcrowding,  all  of  which  were  abated 
without  any  real  hardship  to  the  overcrowded  families. 

OVERCROWDING. 

Ten  cases  of  overcrowding  were  met  with  during  the  year,  and  each 
case  was  abated  after  the  service  of  notice.  The  particulars  are  as 
follows  : —

The  Surveyor  iirforms  me  that  sixteen  new  houses  have 
been  completed  during  the  past  year  and  four  additions  to 
factories. 

Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

Staff. — This  consists  of  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspec¬ 
tor,  both  whole-time  officials.  The  supervision  of  sewers, 
sewage  disposal,  scavenging,  public  water-supply,  construc¬ 
tion  of  new  buildings,  &c.,  is  in  the  department  of  the 
Surveyor. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  administers  the  Canal  Boats  and 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  duties. 
He  is  also  the  officer  designated  for  the  purpose  of  the 
Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — Heathcote  Hospital,  within 
the  area  of  the  Borough  and  under  the  control  of  the  Warwick 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  has  continued  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  town  satisfactorily.  The  total  of  available  beds  at 
this  institution  is  70,  and  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and 
typhoid  fever  can  be  treated  therein.  Twenty-eight  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  seven  of  diphtheria  were  admitted  from  the 
Borough  during  the  year. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital,  under  the  control  of  the  same 
Board,  is  situated  at  Fosse  in  the  Southam  Rural  District. 
Sixteen  beds  are  available,  and  the  Hospital  is  kept  in  con¬ 
stant  readiness,  but  no  case  was  admitted  during  the  year. 

Adoptive  Acts. — The  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention) 
Act,  1890,  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  and 
the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  are  in  force  in  the 
Borough.  The  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
has  been  extended  to  include  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  and 
acute  poliomyelitis. 

The  adoption  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1907,  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  sanitary  administration 
in  many  ways. 
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The  Building  Bye-laws  at  present  in  force  are  out  of 
date,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  during  the  present  year  their 
complete  revision  will  be  undertaken. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Acute  Infectious 

Disease. 

Fifty  cases  of  infectious  disease,  exclusive  of  phthisis, 
were  notified  during  the  year,  comparing  with  fifty-two 
during  1911.  Table  II.  gives  the  statistical  details  and 
areas  of  occurrence,  and  Table  Ha.  gives  statistics  for  past 
years. 

Diphtheria. — Nine  cases  were  notified  during  the  year 
from  seven  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  one  child 
being  notified  twice  at  a  considerable  interval  as  suffering 
from  the  disease.  All  were  comparatively  mild  in  type. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  supplied  free  by  the  Council  for 
use  amongst  poorer  patients  in  the  District. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-nine  cases  were  notified,  chiefly 
from  the  east  and  west  parts  of  the  town,  from  twenty-six 
different  houses.  These  cases  also  were  for  the  most  part 
quite  mild  in  character. 

In  connection  with  the  removal  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
to  Hospital,  I  would  draw  attention  to  Table  Ha,  from  which 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  great  majority  of  such  cases  have  in 
the  past  been  regularly  removed.  A  feeling  has  arisen  that 
the  large  expenditure  thus  incurred,  equivalent  to  nearly  a 
fourpenny  rate,  is  not  altogether  justified  in  view  of  the 
satisfactory  results  obtained  in  towns  where  the  majority  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  treated  at  home. 

My  suggestion  has  been  that  the  services  of  a  nurse 
might  be  utilised  to  supervise  the  home  treatment  of  such 
cases  as  could  be  properly  treated  at  home.  It  is  interesting 
in  this  connection  that  out  of  400  cases  of  scarlet  fever  which 
occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton  during  1912,  315  were 
thus  treated  at  home  by  means  of  nurses,  under  the  medical 
attendants’  supervision,  at  a  total  cost  of  £191.  The  method 
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there  employed  was  that  advocated  by  Dr.  Milne,  of  Dr. 
Barnardo’s  Homes,  which  consists  of  inunction  of  carbolic 
and  eucalyptus  oils  and  suitable  treatment  of  the  throat.  Dr. 
Gray-Maitland,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Nuneaton, 
states  that  this  method  of  treatment  has  proved  sufficiently 
satisfactory  to  justify  its  continuance.  The  majority  of  the 
medical  practitioners  in  the  borough  gave  their  co-operation, 
and  any  case  was  remoyed  when  the  practitioner  in  attendance 
particularly  requested  that  it  should  be,  or  where  circum¬ 
stances  rendered  it  inadvisable  to  keep  the  patient  at  home. 
No  complaint  was  received  from  parents  where  the  home 
treatment  was  being  carried  out. 

The  problem  in  Warwick,  is,  of  course,  on  a  very  much 
smaller  scale,  and  an  experiment  in  this  direction  might  be 
justified.  But  proper  isolation  and  supervision  must  be 
available  if  cases  are  to  be  kept  at  home. 

Erysipelas . — Twelve  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  case  was  notified  of  this  disease  or 
of  Euerperal  Fever. 

Not  a  single  death  of  a  resident  occurred  during  the 
year  from  any  of  the  above  notifiable  diseases. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  extent  to  which  the 
County  scheme  has  been  utilised  for  the  free  bacteriological 
examinations  by  Birmingham  University  :  —

N on-No  tifiable  Infectious  Disease. — The  town  was 
almost  completely  free  from  non-notifiable  infectious  disease 
during  the  whole  year,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  outbreak 
of  chicken-pox  which  necessitated  the  closure  of  Coten  End 
Infants’  School  from  June  ioth  to  July  1st.  Some  scattered 
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cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  occurred  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  when  a  death  resulted  from  the  former 
disease  at  Pickard  Street,  and  one  from  the  latter  at  Hill 
Street. 

The  school  teachers  of  the  Borough  carefully  follow  the 
rules  laid  down  by  the  County  Council  with  regard  to 
exclusion  of  members  of  infected  families  from  school,  which 
rules  are  based  upon  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Memo¬ 
randum  of  1909.  Notifications  of  all  infectious  disease 
occurring  amongst  school  children  are  duly  forwarded  from 
the  schools  to  myself. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  41  cases  of  phthisis  were  noitfied  in  the 
Borough,  8  under  the  Poor-law  Regulations,  4  from 
Hospitals,  and  29  from  private  practice. 

Thirteen  deaths  were  due  to  phthisis,  and  two  to  other 
tubercular  diseases,  comparing  respectively  with  thirteen  and 
one  during  191 1 . 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  I  have  supplied  him  every  week  with  lists  of  new  cases 
of  phthisis  notified,  and  the  County  Health  Visitor  has  visited 
and  given  advice  where  such  appeared  necessary.  Through 
this  arrangement  I  have  from  time  to  time  received  valuable 
information  as  to  defective  conditions  discovered  in  the 
patients’  homes,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  these. 

Disinfectants  and  sputum  bottles  are  supplied  free 
through  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  cases  where  they  are 
desirable.  After  deaths  from  phthisis  and  after  removals  of 
phthisical  patients  when  the  circumstances  require  it,  dis¬ 
infection  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  and  the  bedding- 
removed  to  the  Warwick  Workhouse  for  steam  disinfection. 

No  case  has  been  sent  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  a 
Sanatorium  during  the  year,  but  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  the  County  Insurance  Committee  to  lend  shelters 
for  domiciliary  treatment  of  insured  tubercular  patients  if 
required. 
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Looking  at  the  problem  of  tubercular  disease  generally 
in  the  town,  it  would  appear  that  of  late  years  there  has  been 
little  tendency  for  the  death-rate  from  this  cause  to  diminish, 
as  is  shown  by  the  following  list  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis

The  actual  number  of  cases  notified  during  1912  was,  as 
already  mentioned,  the  large  one  of  41.  This  number  only 
includes  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  and  no  doubt  does 
not  nearly  represent  the  total  amount  of  undiscovered  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  the  Borough.  But  we  have  sufficient  proof  that  tuber¬ 
culosis  is  very  prevalent  amongst  the  working  classes  in  the 
town,  and  since  pre-disposing  cases  undoubtedly  exist,  as  has 
already  been  pointed  out,  in  housing  conditions,  it  is  most 
necessary  that  active  steps  should  be  taken  to  insist  upon  the 
removal  of  the  defects  already  described. 

Whilst  much  good  work  is  now  being  done  under  the 
Insurance  Act  and  otherwise  in  the  treatment  of  individual 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  there  can  be  very  little  hope  of  stamping 
out  this  disease  by  dealing  with  its  results,  unless  at  the  same 
time  its  causes  are  also  remedied,  and  one  of  its  most  serious 
causes  is  agreed  by  all  experts  to  be  defective  housing. 

The  following  table  shows  the  extent  to  which  various 
parts  of  the  town  have  been  affected  during  the  past  four 
years.  Allowance  should  be  made  in  connection  with  this 


table  for  the  fact  that  tubercular  patients  are  especially  liable 
to  change  of  abode  during  the  progress  of  their  illness,  so 
that  the  houses  in  which  deaths  occur  or  from  which  cases  ar,e 
notified  may  not  always  be  those  houses  in  which  the  disease 
was  contracted.

During  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  1909  to  the 
end  of  1912,  63  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  registered  as 
officially  belonging  to  Warwick,  but  only  55  of  these  could 
be  traced  to  definite  houses  in  the  Borough.  Similarly,  only 
36  of  the  41  cases  notified  during  1912  had  permanent  homes. 

Infant  Mortality. 

Thirty  deaths  of  infants  were  registered  as  belonging  to 
the  Borough  during  the  year,  which  is  the  highest  number 
since  1908,  representing  the  infant  mortality  of  109  per 
thousand  births.  This  rate  is  comparatively  high  considering 
that  the  absence  of  hot  weather  has  in  other  districts 
resulted  in  a  diminution  in  infant  mortality.  The  respective 
rates  at  Kenilworth  and  Rugby  for  example  were  70  and  72 
per  thousand  births. 

Table  IV.  sets  forth  the  various  causes  of  infant  deaths, 
fifteen  of  which  were  due  to  congenital  causes  of  different 
types.  One  death  only  was  due  to  infectious  disease, 
namely,  whooping  cough.  No  death  was  due  to  infantile 
diarrhoea,  but  seven  resulted  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  on  the  whole  has  been 
well  observed.  Weekly  lists  of  births  have  been  regularly 
forwarded  by  me  to  the  County  officials,  and  a  large  number 
of  infants  have  been  visited  by  the  County  Health  Visitor.  My 


connection  with  the  working  of  the  Act,  however,  is  limited  at 
the  present  time  to  the  routine  of  receiving  and  transmitting 
notifications  of  birth,  and  also  endeavouring  to  trace  such 
births  as  have  not  been  notified,  with  a  view  to  securing  more 
general  observance  of  the  Act.  I  am,  therefore,  not  able  to 
incorporate  under  this  heading  reports  of  Health  Visitors  as 
suggested  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Tables  I.  and  III.  are  self-explanatory,  and  need  very 
little  comment. 

After  making  the  usual  exclusions  of  deaths  not  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  town  which  occurred  at  the  Workhouse  and  else¬ 
where,  and  adding  those  belonging  to  the  town  which 
occurred  outside,  the  actual  net  numbei  of  deaths  belonging 
to  the  town  during  the  year  was  167,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
14. 1  per  thousand. 

The  Registrar-General  has  this  year  for  the  first  time 
supplied  a  factor  for  the  correction  of  the  death-rate  just 
given.  The  age  and  sex  distribution  of  any  community 
naturally  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  generally, 
and  also  from  that  of  any  other  community.  Therefore  the 
death-rate  of  one  District  must  be  corrected  before  it  can  be 
compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  generally  or  with 
that  of  any  other  District.  The  corrected  death-rate  for  the 
Borough  for  1912  was  12.2,  comparing  with  the  corrected 
death-rate  of  12.4  for  Leamington,  11.0  for  Kenilworth,  and 
10.7  for  Rugby,  during  the  same  year. 

The  main  features  of  Table  IIL  have  already  been  men¬ 
tioned  in  other  parts  of  this  Report.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
bronchitis  and  pneumonia  accounted  for  the  large  total  of  35 
deaths,  probably  owing  to  some  extent  to  the  extremely  damp 
weather  of  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  as  belonging  to  the 
Borough  was  276,  giving  the  comparatively  satisfactory 
birth-rate  of  23.3  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
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I  append  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  :  — 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the 

Borough  of  Warwick. 

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Thirtieth  Annual  Report  of  Nuisances  abated 
and  sanitary  work  carried  out  within  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1912. 

The  Nuisances  abated  during  the  above  period  amounted  to  1,094, 
and  are  classified  as  follows  : — 104  houses  whitewashed  and  cleansed  ; 
125  houses  ventilated  ;  14  houses  provided  with  larger  windows  ;  39 
houses  fumigated  and  cleansed  after  infectious  diseases  ;  19  houses 

disinfected  after  phthisis ;  67  houses  provided  with  damp-proof 

courses  ;  10  cases  of  overcrowding  abated  ;  3  common  lodging  houses 
whitewashed  ;  2  bakehouses  repaired  ;  5  slaughter-houses  limewashed 
or  repaired  ;  3  ashpits  filled  in  to  ground  level  ;  68  refuse  receptacles 
provided  ;  1  deep  manure  pit  filled  in  ;  10  accumulations  of  refuse  and 
manure  removed  ;  86  water  closets  repaired  or  built ;  34  water  closets 
provided  with  a  means  of  flushing  ;  12  choked  water  closets  unstopped  ; 
2  new  soil  pipes  provided  ;  1  pail  closet  (in  an  outlying  part  of  the 
town)  repaired  and  ventilated  ;  2  urinals  repaired  ;  15  drains  relaid 
or  repaired  ;  19  drains  unstopped  ;  4  drains  removed  from  kitchens, 
cellars,  and  wash-houses  ;  19  additional  drains  provided  ;  1  drain 

trapped  ;  13  defective  traps  removed  from  drains  and  replaced  with 
stone  ware  gullies  ;  2  cesspools  (in  outlying  parts)  repaired  and 

amended  ;  5  wet  cellars  rendered  dry  ;  37  wash-houses  repaired  or 

built  ;  30  defective  sinks  removed  and  replaced  with  stone  ware  ;  18  new 
waste  pipes  to  sinks  provided  ;  4  new  bath  wastes  fixed  ;  68  lots  of 
spouting  and  rain  water  pipes  causing  dampness  repaired  ;  5  rain  water 
cisterns  repaired  or  overflows  disconnected  from  drains  ;  9  lots  of  swine 
and  other  animals  improperly  kept  removed  or  cleansed  ;  4  wells  closed 
and  Town  water  laid  on  ;  3  cowsheds  whitewashed  and  cleansed  ;  4  cow- 
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sheds  repaired  and  properly  drained  and  ventilated  ;  1  cowshed  built ; 
2  smoke  nuisances  abated  ;  113  courts  and  yards  repaved  or  repaired  ; 
and  hi  various  other  Nusiances  abated. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  have  submitted  four  samples  of  well  water  and  one  of  Town  (the 
latter  I  was  specially  requested  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  submit) 
to  Dr.  A.  Bostock  Hill  for  analysis.  Three  of  the  former  were  con¬ 
demned,  as  unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  and  the  other  was  reported  to  be 


of  suspicious  quality.  The  wells  were  closed  and  the  Town  supply  laid 
on.  The  sample  of  Town  water  was  found  to  be  “bright  and  clear, 
and  the  results  satisfactory,  and  a  good  water  for  drinking  purposes.”. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1875,  1879,  and  1899. 

During  the  year  42  samples  of  various  foods  were  submitted  to  Dr. 
A.  Bostock  Hill  for  analysis.  One  sample  of  milk  was  reported  “a 
trifle  low  in  fat  ”  ;  three  were  “down  to  the  lowest  limit  in  fat  ”  ;  two 
were  '  ‘  suspicious  of  containing  a  few  per  cent,  of  added  water  ”  ;  one  of 
cream  (informal)  contained  boric  acid  preservative,  and  was  not  sold  as 
to  comply  with  the  new  Regulations  of  milk  and  cream  ;  two  of  self- 
raising  flour  contained  a  little  too  much  sulphate  of  lime.  As  certifi¬ 
cates  for  prosecution  were  not  given,  the  vendors  were  cautioned,  and 
their  goods  on  being  re-sampled  were  found  genuine. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

One  carcase  of  beef  with  all  the  offal  ;  portions  of  two  other 
carcases  ;  one  turkey  ;  and  a  bag  of  mussels  were  condemned  as  unfit 
for  food,  and  were  destroyed.  As  they  were  voluntarily  surrendered, 
legal  proceedings  were  not  taken. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

I  have  carefully  carried  out  the  inspection  of  slaughter-houses  and 
butchers’  shops  ;  have  examined  many  live  animals,  and  these  during 
the  process  of  killing  and  dressing.  Five  slaughter-houses  after  the 
service  of  notices  were  lime-washed  or  repaired  ;  362  visits  to  butchers’ 
premises  (English  and  Foreign)  were  paid  during  the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

50  cases  of  infectious  diseases  consisting  of  9  diphtheria  (one 
imported),  29  scarlet  fever,  and  12  erysipelas  (six  occurring  at  the 
Workhouse)  were  notified  during  the  year.  Of  these,  7  diphtheria 
and  28  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  Heathcote  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  infected  houses  were  frequently  visited  and  disinfected  as 
required. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS. 

The  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  have  been  frequently  visited 
and  are  fairly  well  kept  ;  3  cowsheds  were  whitewashed  and  cleansed  ; 
4  properly  drained,  repaired,  and  ventilated  ;  and  1  new  cowshed  built. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877  and  1884. 

I  have  frequently  visited  the  canals  within  the  Borough,  and  have 
detained  and  examined  fifty-three  boats.  Five  of  these  were  infringing 


the  Acts  or  Regulations — one  boat  was  not  properly  numbered,  on  two 
the  masters  could  not  produce  certificates  of  Registration,  one  was  not 
properly  marked  and  numbered,  and  had  no  certificate  on  board,  and 
one  certificate  did  not  identify  owner. 

Notices  were  served  and  in  three  instances  complied  with.  The 
other  two  which  were  served  late  in  the  year  are  still  outstanding. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  following  are  the  returns  from  the  three  common  lodging 
houses,  which  have  received  careful  inspection,  of  lodgers  sleeping  in  the 
Borough  for  the  past  twelve  months  : — Males,  7,770  ;  Females,  1,941; 
Males  under  ten,  533  ;  Females  under  ten,  258  ;  Total,  10,502  ;  being 
a  decrease  of  191  on  last  year’s  returns. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

The  inspection  of  bakehouses  and  workshops  has  received  proper 
attention.  Two  of  the  former  (after  the  service  of  notices)  were 
repaired,  and  a  sanitary  convenience  to  one  of  the  latter  was 
properly  repaired  and  amended.  There  are  22  bakehouses  and  72  work¬ 
shops  now  on  the  registers.  The  number  of  official  visits  to  bakehouses 
was  59,  and  to  workshops  and  workplaces  165. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  Etc.,  ACT. 

During  the  year  209  houses  were  inspected  and  reported  upon.  In 
all  these  defects  were  found.  The  most  serious  were  dampness  (chiefly 
due  to  lack  of  damp-proof  courses  and  bad  spouting),  bad  ventilation, 
and  in  some  cases  the  houses  were  badly  lighted.  Many  other  evils  also 
existed.  Notices  were  served  and  the  majority  of  houses  have  been  or 
are  being  repaired  or  altered.  67  were  provided  with  damp-proof 
courses,  125  were  ventilated,  14  provided  with  larger  windows,  and 
many  yards,  drains,  water  closets,  sinks,  roofs,  etc.,  etc.,  repaired. 
Six  Closing  Orders  were  made,  and  eight  houses  voluntarily  closed  by  the 
owners.
